death of Mr. John A, Piazza. From 
the very beginning of the deat 

movement in Toledo in 1916 the de- 
ceased was an ardent promotor of 
this grand cause. He devoted him- 
self wholeheartedly to the welfare: 
of the deaf of the Toledo diocese. 
Wherever his services were requiy- 
ed he was at hand and his\-nobje 
example was a true inspiration for 
all the members of the Ephpheta 
Auxiliary, He held the. office ‘of 
president of the organization -for 6 
years. ; ' 
Wherever he found a deaf family 
in need he offered assistance as far 
as his own means permitted. He 
tried to secure work for. the un- 
employed and patronage for those 


| who were engaged in business. He

‘There 
he procured transportation © for 
them and never failed to impress 
on the minds of the trainmen. to 
devote special care and attention 
upon the deaf children lest any 
harm should accrue to them: : 
Whenever he met Father Seeger 
on the public thoroughfares or on 
| the streets he always inquired 
about the deaf people and whether 


his. services were in demand.

voted in life. Towards the. elose 
of September his health again be- 
gan to fail. During the night: of 
Oct. 2 a cerebral stroke laid him 
low. The following day his condi- 
tion became worse. The doctor who 
was summoned immediately -realtz- 
ed the seriousness of his condition 
and ordéred the patient to be hur- 
ried to St. Vincent’s hospital where 


' the last rites were immediately ad- 
| ministered. 


Semi-conscious as he 
was he did not forget his friend 
Father Seger ‘and asked the Sister 
who attended him to call for him, 
Father Seeger visited him and 
prayed for some time with him. 
The end was approaching fast: Mr. 
Piazza lingered till the following 
day when he peacefully expired. 

When the remains lay in, state at. 
the’ funeral home many deaf. made 
their appearance to cast a tast 
glance on the friend who did-:iso 
much for them during life and ta 
pray for the repose of his soul. 

On Oct, 7th the funeral obsequies 
were held at St. Joseph’s Church, 
Both Father Schoendorff, the pas- 
tor and Father Seeger paid 
worthy tribute to tle memory 
Mr. Piazza. Mr. Piazza is no more 
but his grand example will remain. 


It will be a constant. inspiration 


for all to follow in his foot-steps 
and to imitate him in practising 
genuine charity. 

The great deeds of charity which 
Mr. Piazza , pertormance in. life 
merited for him a never ending re- 
ward and the consoling invitation 
from the lips of the Eternal Judge:

The 
hard times indeed do make them-j 
selves felt at present in the ranks 
of the auxiliary, since the number 
sof participants had remarkably 
dwindled down in comparison to 
lother years. At 6:30 p. m. the 
spacious cafeteria in the Catholic 
€entral High School opened its 
doors and the merry’ throng of

Henry Scheller, president of the 
auxiliary rose and in a very grace- 
ful manner thanked the Bishop, 
the clergy and the deaf and their 
patrons for partaking in the an- 
nual dinner whose purpose was to 
honor the beloved Bishop and to 
encourage and strengthen the mem- 
fbers of the Toledo Ephpheta or- 
| ganization in their work of charity 
and to give also the deaf an occas- 
jon to meet the chief pastor of the 
diocese. 

Mr. Scheller then called on Fa- 
ther Seeger for an (little) address 
to his friends who were his loyal 
“stand-bys.” 
thanked the Bishop for having 
deigned to take part in the even- 
ing’s festivity and for all the kind- 
ness and fatherly care that both he 
and the deaf had continually en- 
joyed at his hands. Father Seeger 
promised to advance the deaf cause 
not only in Toledo and Sandusky 
but he would seriously try to open 
another center at Ottawa near 
Lima, 0O., during the summer 
months, : 

Owing to the lack of funds Fa- 
ther Seeger said that he advised 
the Mansfield deaf amalgamate 
with Sandusky. For a few months 
all went well. Suddenly the Mans- 
field deaf stopped coming. What 
had been the case? In a letter to 
Father Seeger, Jake Helmer, who 
used to motor the Mansfield deaf 
to Sandusky had met with a seri- 
ous accident whilst at work in a 
factory. Consequently he was im- 
peded to transport the Mansfield 
deaf to Sandusky in future. Fa 
ther Seeger then publicly thanked 
the auxiliary for the noble work 


they had done in the past and begg: | 


ed them to continue to cooperate 
with him also in future in the work 
for the deaf. Mr. William Clark a 
politician and banker of Toledo 
was then called on. As he had to

In the course of his address the 
two interpreters stopped to engage 
in a dispute about the meaning of 
a word. Mr. Clark said that he 
sincerely hoped that nothing like 
that would happen on the present 
| occasion. In a masterly and clever 
manner he showed how works of 
pimercy appeal to the human heart. 
He then recounted the work of 
Abbe de l’Hpee and he contrasted 
the work of the auxiliary with that} 
of this great apostle of the deaf. 
Both have one principal aim name- 
ly to. bring Christ nearer to the 
deaf and to make them His true 
followers and loyal adherents of 
the Catholic Church. 

As Rev. Father Gerald Fitz- 
gibbons, president of St. John’s 
College had been secured for’ a 
speech on Catholic action, but had 
suddenly fallen ill, Rev. Father 
Henry, S. J., replaced him. Among 
other things Father Henry recount- 
ed a dream, which a deaf beggar 
had. he latter had entered heav- 
en, he saw many groups passing 
by each more beautiful than the 
former carrying banners on which 
was written who they were and 
what they had done whilst on 
earth. The poor beggar looked for 
the deaf group to join their rank. 
But none was to be seen. He con- 
sequently became sad and broke 
forth into tears. On being asked 
why he wept he answered: “T am 
the only one who has no group of 
friends with whom I might march, 
because I am deaf.” “O my friend,” 
said an angel, “your band is not 


| down in these sections of heaven, 


your group is far up that golden 
mountain, near the throne of God | 
Himself.” Father Henry then en- 
couraged all to work zealously and 
in spite of the hard times to re 
main united in this grand aposto- 
late for the deat. 

Mr. Arthur Maier then gave an 
account of the entire year’s activi- 
ties. He gave a description of the 
mission, picnics, socials and meet- 
ings of the Ephpheta organization. 
He also made mention of two con’ 
lverts that had been added to the 
membership of the sodality and of 
$250. that had been expended for 
the education of the deaf children 
at St. Rita’s School, Cincinnati. 

Finally the Bishop was called on. 
We thanked Father Seeger most 
warmly for the work among the 
deaf and for the strenuous efforts 
he made to advance their cause in 
the diocese. He claimed that the 


banquet was staged not so much in |

of respect to Father Seeger. 
warmly congratulated the auxiliary 
for the great success they had 
achieved in the field of the deaf 
thus far and that he expected still 
greater results in the future.

Fr. Francis Seeger Announces Plans for Third 
District Organization to Extend Work 
of Ephpheta and Auxiliary 


A third center for Catholic deaf- 
mutes is to be established soon in 
the Diocese of Toledo, the Rev. 
Francis Seeger S. J., moderator of 
the Ephpheta society and auxiliary, 
reported this week. 

The annual banquet sponsored 
by the auxiliary for the deaf-mutes 
was held Sunday in the Waldorf 
hotel. The Most Rev. Karl J. Alter, 
D. D., Bishop of Toledo, was guest 
of honor, 

The new center, Father Seeger 
said, is to be established in the 
southern section of the diocese. | 
District centers are now in opera- 
tion in Toledo and Sandusky. 

It is believed that there are about 
100 Catholic deaf-mutes in the dio- 
cese, all of whom can be provided 
for when the new -center is in| 
operation. 

In his annual report, Father 
Seeger said that of the 110 deaf- 
mutes in Toledo, 38 are Catholic. 
Work among the Catholic deaf- 
mutes in Toledo dates back to 1916 
when Monsignor Henry Kaufmann, 
spiritual director of the Detroit so- 
ciety, came here to officiate at a 
wedding of deaf-mutes. In Novem- 
ber, 1916, a Father Gehl came here 
from Milwaukee to organize an 
Ephpheta sodality. With difficulty 
about 10 members were banded to- 
gether and a mission was held. 


The next move was the assign- 
ment of the work among the deaf 


1to the Jesuit fathers at St. John’s 
college. The students’ chapel was 


placed at their disposal and a 
series of monthly meetings started. 
A program of social activities was | 
started to raise funds. 

Soon suggestion was made that an 
auxiliary be formed among hearing 
Dues were fixed at 50 cents 
Membership in the auxil- 
iary in Toledo now numbers 220. 
Under the auspices of the auxiliary, 
a mission is held annually for the 
deaf-mutes.

| Cites Youth Problem 


There are 220 members: of the 
auxiliary in Toledo, Father Seeger, 
and 80 members in the Sandusky 
auxiliary. ; 

Father Seeger discussed some of 
the dangers which beset the deaf 
mutes, and especially the youth, in 
their struggle for the salvation of 
their souls. 

“In past years,” Father Seeger 
said, “Catholic parents, either be- 
fcause of poor circumstances or 
indifference, have sent their chil- 
#¥dren to non-Catholic schools. To 
recover these deaf children, once 
they are enrolled in non-Catholic 
schools, is fraught with untold diffi- 
culties, 

; ‘In counteracting this danger, 
| Monsignor Waldhaus, president of 
the St. Rita’s School for the Deaf in 
Cincinnati, suggested that the 
diocesan superintendents of schools 
inquire periodically from the teach- 
ers as a means of checking where 
any of their pupils may have deaf 
brothers or sisters of pre-school age. 

“The visiting committee of the 
auxiliaries then is to function in 
visiting the parents of any such 
pre-school deaf children and in- 
forming them in regard to the 
Catholic school at*‘Cincinnati. At 
present, four children from the dio- 
cese are enrolled at the Cincinnati 
school,” 


History Is Reviewed

While no special effort has been 
made to organize the hard-of-hear- 
ing into a Catholic society, Father 


Seeger serves as confessor and spir- 
itual director to many of these.

Monsignor born. in 
Sheboygan, Wisconsin, June 17, 
1858, the son of Jacob and Maria 
Gernbauer Gerend., 

Both paternal ancestors came to 
the United States in the forties, 
his father, Jacob Gerend, coming 
from Treves, Germany, and his 
grandfather, Stephen Gernbauer, 
from Pram, Austria.* The fdrmer 
settled near Cleveland, Sheboygan 
County, while the latter remained 
with his son, the Rev. Mathias 
Gernbauer, missionary and founder 
of many parishes:in southeastern 
Wisconsin, and later prof ‘| 
St. Francis de Sales Seminar 
St. Francis, Wisconsin. 

Monsignor Gerend received his 
early education in St, Mary Mag- 
dalen (now Holy. Name) school! 
which already at that early date 
was conducted by the school Sis- 
ters of Notre Dame. He entered 
St. Mrancis Seminary in 1872, was 
ordained priest June 26, 1881, and 
offered his first Holy Mass in Holy 
Name Church, Sheboygan on July} 
3rd of the same year. 

In August 1889, Arehbishop | 
Heiss appointed Msgr. Gerend ree 
for of both Pio Nono College and 
St. John’s Institute for Deaf 
Mutes. In 1895 he severed his con- 
nection with Pio Nono’ College 
(now Pio Nono High School) in or- | 
‘der to devote all of his time and 
energies to the welfare of the deaf 

Under his direction St, John’s In- | 
stitute for Deaf-mutes was enlarg: | 
ed, accommodations were improved, | 
ithe surroundings embellished, and | 
a unique and artistic ensemble cre- 
ated which suited so well to put 
cheer and a home-like spirit into 
the life of his young handicapped 
charges, 

He took to literature as a means | 
of support for his institution and 
edited and published “The St. 
Wrancis Messenger’ ‘Fireside 
Tales,” ‘The Deaf-Mutes’ Friend’ 
—the latter appearing in German 
and fnglish editions—-and consist- 
ently contributed to various Ger- 
man’ periodicals, Rather than de- 
clining with increasing age, his lit-

He declined an offer to become 
rector of St. Francis de Sales Sem- 
inary, preferring to remain with 
the deaf children. : 

For his splendid contribution to 
the cause of humanity and to the 
! Church he was. raised to the rank 
|of Domestic Prelate in 1925. 

His position as ‘rector of 
John’s Institute for Deaf-Mutes 
was no. sinecure. For years it 
meant enduring’ inconveniences 
and even hardships in order single- 
handedly to provide the funds ne- 
cessary to maintain the institution. 
The destruction of all his efforts 
and work by fire on July 31, 1907, 
while he was touring Hurope on a

well-earned rest, did not daunt 
him. A newer and better building 
arose in place of the old. In the 
course of time, modern additions 
and equipment have been added, so 
that today the institution is a real 
credit, to the charity of the Arch- 
diocese of Milwaukee. A splendid 
record was his; never in all the 
years of his rectorship did he re- 
fuse admission to a normal, deaf 
child because of the inability of the 
parents to-contribute their mite to 
board and tuition. He also admit- 
ted, free of charge, deaf children 
from distant States of the Union. 
He was a careful manager of the

However, 
Ephpheta still continues such re- 
sponsibilities as aiding with trans- 
portation, clothing where neces-

the extent of about $250 a year for

After 50 years of unrelenting ac- 
ivity and six years of illness during 
ivhich he prepared for death, Arch- 
bishop Schrembs’ work was done;

abored assembled to show ‘their 
appreciation, 


IN HIS 50 public years, the great 
‘Archbishop had built 378 churches, 
schools and, other structures in the 
Cleveland and Toledo diocese, or- 
dained 434 priests, received 1,800 
women into the sisterhood, and lent 
this influence and eloquence to na- 
tional movements. 

Then came his six-year “retreat,” 
of which Archbishop John T. Mc- 
Nicholas, O.P., who preached the 
funeral sermon, said: 


“Those six blessed years were 
given to him to, ‘make his soul.’ 
. .- Six years of edifying resigna- 
tion to God’s will, during which 
he never showed impatience or 
uttered a word of complaint.” 


IN THE Cathedral where his suc- 
cessor, Bishop Edward F. Hoban, 
celebrated the funeral Mass last 
Friday, there were 22 archbishops 
and bishops; 800 priests; members 
of the Schrembs family, and repre- 
sentatives of the civic life of Cleve- 
land. 

Outside stood hundreds under 
threatening skies, listening to loud- 
speakers which broadcast the serv- 
ice into the streets. The Cathedral 
lwas not large enough to hold them 
all.

His “years of activity would have 
exhausted most men,” said Arch- 
bishop McNicholas in his sermon.

“ARCHBISHOP Schrembs loved 
every. Church function; he loved 
the sacred ritual; he loved the 
music of the Church; he loved 
great, public, ecclesiastical dem- 
onstrations. 

“He was a public spirited citi- 
zen, who welcomed the opportu- 
nity of participating in civic af- 
fairs, especially when there was a 
moral issue at stake. He could be 
stern in voice and in the dramat- 
ics of a situation, but before real- 
ities his emotional character 
softened and his heart was merci- 
ful.”

HEN our bodies are attacked by insidious 

germs our whole organism by a wondrous 
power, latent and reserved, for just such an emer- 
gency rises and our whole physical being rallies.

Mission Sunday Message from 
HIS EMINENCE FRANCIS CARDINAL SPELLMAN 


nN A world of men and nations that appraise 
I themselves by their powers to destroy, there 
stands apart, yet in their midst, one group of men 
and women who live and work to build, beautify 
and sanctify, they live the love of God and teach it 
to their neighbors. These are our missionaries who 
answer and echo the gentle Voice of Him Who 
said, “go teach all nations,” as He bade His apos- 
tles not to heed the pagan blasts of wrath and 
war, but to harken to the Christian call of love 
and peace. 


The nightmare of yesterday’s war and today’s 
revolts — ceaseless greeds, disloyalties, tragedies 
and savageries — make the peace of tomorrow seem 
but a mirage, for the grace of faith seems dead 
within the hearts of men and nations. But bravely 
burning in the hearts of our missionaries labor- 
ing with imperishable tools of charity and truth 
is the light of faith, the faith in Christ Who is our 
faith, fearless and firm as the rock upon which is 
built our Catholic Church.

HEROISM OF HUNGARIAN SISTERS IN CHINA 
RELATED BY BISHOP 


Cut off From Motherhouse By War, They Kept Mission Work in Full Operation Regardless of Many 
Dangers. 


story of unprecedented courage on the part 
A of a group of women “without a country” 
has been received in a letter addressed to His Emi- 
nence Francis Cardinal Spellman, Archbishop of 
New York and chairman of the Episcopal Commit- 
tee of The Society for the Propagation of the 
Faith. The details of this tale of bravery were re- 
vealed by the Most Rev. Cuthbert M. O’Shea, C.P., 
Vicar Apostolic of Yuanling, China. 

“Residing temporarily in this vicariate is’ a 
group of Hungarian Sisters, who came to us two 
years ago as refugees when the city of Packing in 
Central Hunan was occupied by the Japanese,” 
writes His Excellency. ‘“‘When our American Sis- 
ters, by order of the American Consul, had to re- 
linquish their posts in Chihkiang, these Hun- 
garian Sisters took over the direction of the mis- 
sion girls’ school, the orphanage and the dispen- 
sary. Thus these institutions kept functioning all 
during the most difficult times.” ._ 


Chihkiang, it may be remembered, was an im- 
portant American air-base with thousands of men 
in the surrounding camps. These enlisted men 
were inspired, not only by the hospitality of the 
Sisters, but by the fact that they managed to keep 
the works of the mission in full operation in a 
dangerous war area. 


“Since 1939 these Sisters have been cut off from 
their motherhouse in Hungary and from their 
relatives,” writes Bishop O’Gara. “All efforts to 
get letters through to the homeland have been 
unavailing. It was upon the suggestion of a good 
Catholic G. I. Joe that a solution was found. “Why 
not send the letters to our Cardinal?’ he asked. 
‘He'll get them through.’ The Sisters have acted 
upon this advice and have sent me a packet of let- 
ters with the request that I write to Your Emi- 
nence and beg to use your good offices in forward- 
ing the letters to Hungary.” 


Because of the courage and zeal of these good 
Sisters a sincere debt of gratitude is owed to them, 
in the opinion of Bishop O’Gara, who has been a 
daily eyewitness to their achievements. “Many a 
Catholic lad will be more kindly disposed towards 
the work of the missions,” he feels, “because of 
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what he saw of the Sisters’ sacrifice in Chihkiang; 
many a Protestant boy will be more favorably dis- 
posed toward the Church because of their gentle 
kindness.” 


No longer may these good Hungarian Sisters be 
said to be “women without a country,” but rather 
the personification of all that endears the mission- 
ary to the hearts of the entire world.

At present 12,500 native students are attending these semi- 
naries. Al an average cost of $100 a year for each seminarian, the annual expense for their training is $1,250,000. 


JOY OF PARENTS 

Dr. Adrian Atiman is a native of the Sudan who 
has worked as a doctor for more than twenty-five 
years among the natives of Tanganyika. The fol- 
lowing account of the oydination of his own son 
to the priesthood is touching proof that the crea- 
tion of an “Alter Christus” brings joy of a lasting 
kind to the hearts of parents so blessed wherever 
they are. The letter of Dr. Atiman follows. 


The climax came on the second of February. 
The feast was still more solemn and beautiful. 
The two of them (his son, JoSeph and another, 
Adolphe Monela) became God’s priests. All the 
assistants were so impressed at the imposition of 
hands: the Bishop’s, and then each of the White 
Fathers’ that you could hear a fly move in the gen- 
eral stillness, and yet the Church is 160 feet long 
by 40 feet wide, and it was packed.

Most of these had 
come a ten days’ walk in their eagerness to see the 
first priests from their own country ordained. 
FIRST BLESSING 

After the ordination ceremony a_ procession 
formed up to the mission, and there from the top 
of the staircase the two new priests gave their 
blessing to the crowd. Then there were cheers and 
cheers. 

Agnes and I had a first blessing all to ourselves, 
after Father Joseph’s thanksgiving; then all his 
relatives expressed their wishes as we do for the 
birth of a baby or when somebody has a narrow 
escape from greaf danger: we raise the hero’s right 
hand and say, “Twa vula” (We have increased 
or We are now stronger). 

That day I was invited to dinner at the White 
Fathers! On my way home, I found Agnes and all 
her friends had powdered their heads with flour as 
the natives do to commemorate a birth or for a 
wedding. I dislike these customs and would have 
prevented it had I had a chance, instead of which 
in the twinkling of an eye, a woman sprinkled my 
‘face, beard and head with flour! Not to vexon a 
feast day I had to put up with it, and had a good 
wash as soon as I could.

7 was a tragedy that the atomic bomb dropped 
if with the hope of achieving peace was directed 
at the heart of Christianity in Japan, where it took 
the lives-of some 10,000 descendants of the con- 
verts made 400 years ago by Saint F rancis Xavier 
and his companion missioners. Satan must have 
watched it fall from the heavens with glee. For it 
exploded right in the middle of the famous Ura- 
kami parish of the Nagasaki Vicariate which num- 
bered 8,000 souls killing practically all and mak- 
the area an absolute ruin. The church, the largest 
in all Japan with a seating capacity of 3,000 and 
imposing as was to be found in any country of 
the world, is a total wreck. It is hard to realize the 
tragedy of the loss of the church and all it repre- 
sented, especially the loss of so many Catholic 
families. Out of the 115,000 Catholics in all Japan 
some 60,000 lived in the province of Nagasaki and 
it was from these families of Urakami that most 
of the 115 Japanese priests came and from whom 
many more would undoubtedly have come. 


Saint Francis Xavier, Patron of The Society for 
the Propagation of the Faith who is invoked daily 
by its members with the aspiration “Saint Francis 
Xavier, pray for us” first brought the Faith to 
Japan in 1549. He landed at Kagoshima in the 
southern island of Kyushu on August 15, the Feast 
of the Assumption, only seven years after the dis- 
covery of the Japanese islands by Mendez Pinto. Ac 
companied by two companion Jesuits and three 
neophytes, Xavier's preaching, confirmed by mir- 
acles, won to Christ some thousands of natives 
from all walks of life. When two and one-half years 
later, the apostle left Japan and died on Sancian 
island off'China’s coast he left to the Society of 
‘Jesus a flourishing mission. In 1582, there were 
said to be in Japan over 200,000 Catholics and 250 
churches. Three great feudal lords had been bap- 
tized and were laboring for the conversion of their 
subjects. But the Buddhist bonzes (priests) fearing

Mr. Juemon Yokoro, who was in exile during the perse- 
cution of 1870-73 and who served missionaries in 
Japan as lay apostle for more than half a century, has 
died at the age of 87 on Iwo Jima, Nagasaki Diocese. 
He was a descendant of the old Nagasaki Christians and 
had been baptized by a secret lay baptizer since no 
missionaries were permitted in Japan at the time of his 
birth. He was among the 400 survivors some years ago 
who gathered at Nagasaki to commemorate the 60th 

Anniversary of the exile of 1870-73. 


the complete loss of their power and authority 
were able to prejudice the mind of the powerful 
Hideyoshi, who pretending to believe that the 
Catholic missioners were spies and advance agents 
of European powers who had invasion designs on 
the islands, proscribed the Christian religion. 


The missioners stayed on, but went into hiding, 
secretly baptizing within a decade (1587-97) more 
than 67,000. In. 1593, Franciscans joined the 134 
Jesuits already in the islands. The persecution had 
allayed somewhat when, so the story goes, an im- 
prudent remark by a Spanish sailor that the King 
of Spain was aiming at a conquest of Japan, an- 
gered the suspicious prince who ordered the arrest 
of several missioners and caused a census of the 
Christians in the land to be taken. It was a fore- 
cast of what was to come. 


It was late in the afternoon of February 5, 1597. 
A company of Japanese military moved up the

slopes of a hill in Nagasaki. They hurried before 
them 26 bound figures. It was the end of a journey 
made on foot from Kyoto, the capital 600 miles 
away which incidentally was the first Japanese 
mission of the Maryknoll missioners. ““Who were 
the captives?” the people asked. Criminals? They 
were Christians, members of a slandered and pro- 
scribed religion who had been arrested. ‘Twenty 
four originally had made the start, but on the way 
two more had joined themselves to the band of 
their own accord, happy to be allowed the oppor- 
tunity to die for their newly acquired Faith, will- 
ing also to offer up their lives for the salvation of 
their pagan countrymen whom they loved dearly as 
brothers and for whom they knew Christ had died. 


The sun had already sunk below the hill. A line 
of 26 crosses stretched along the summit of the 
mount sharply silhouetted against the still il- 
lumined heavens. There was little delay. The sol- 

_diers were tired from their long march and were 
anxious for rest. A sharp order — The sound of 
tightening ropes — The clank of iron — A curse — 
An insult, met with a word of forgiveness and a 
smile — 26 forms lifeless each pierced by a lance 
on 26 crosses — 26 martyrs’ palms. In life their 
standard of values had been the Cross. The Cross 
received them at death. It was finished. Darkness 
of night hid the crime. The lances which had 
opened their bodies opened for them at the same 
time the gates of Heaven. They were 6 Francis- 
cans, 3 Jesuits, 14 laymen, and 3 boys under 15 
years of age. These 26 immortal “criminals,” first 
drops of Christian blood in Japan were declared 
Blessed by Pope Urban VII (1627 and 1629). They 
were solemnly canonized by Pope Pius IX (June 
8, 1862).

PEACEFUL GROWTH 

The deaths of the holy martyrs gave spiritual 
life to many thousands. A brief 15 years peace 
came to the Church and with it time for the com- 
ing of many missioners, including Dominicans 
and Augustinians. Allies of the Jesuits and Fran- 
ciscans, all conquested for Christ in perfect har- 
mony. By the end of 1602 the number of Christians 
in Japan numbered approximately 1,800,000. Yet 
it was another eve of a general persecution which 
burst out in 1614 with an edict for the destruction 
of Christianity. In 1622, took place the “great 
martyrdom,” as it is called, when 52 Christians, 
especially chosen for their prominence, were mar- 
tyred at Nagasaki (September 2). The following 
years saw the terror wax more and more furiously. 
Yo the beheading, crucifying, and burning of the 
first days were added the fiery pit and sulphur tor- 
tures, freezing and burial alive, and the piercing 
of bodies with bamboo daggers, tearing the flesh 
from the living body. Those who were suspected 
of being Christians were driven off to starve in 
abandonment. How many died and were mat- 
ityred is not known, but they were in the thou- 
sands. A Japanese historian named Takegoshi 
stated that 250,000 Christians died in the bloody 
persecution, 


BLACKLISTING 
It was believed that Christianity was extirpated 
from the soil of Japan. But close watch was kept.

No Japanese was allowed to go abroad. In fear 
that more missioners would arrive, no foreigner 
was allowed to set foot on any island of Japan. 
The modern “blacklisting” of firms believed to 
have traded with the enemy is only a counterpart 
of the “black list’ names of descendants of the 
martyred Christians over whom the shoguns kept 
careful watch, Espionage was introduced and in- 
formers well paid. Nowhere, however, did Chris- 
tianity take deeper roots than in Urakami. This 
was exemplified when suddenly the villagers of 
Urakami refused to permit a pagan shrine to be 
erected on their hills. They were arrested en 
masse, scourged with bamboo rods, confined to 
filthy prison holes and exiled. Many died under 
their torments. 


LAST MISSIONER 

The last missioner known to have been in Japan 
was the Sicilian Sidotti who landed from a ship 
from Manila in 1709. Seized soon after, he was 
taken to Nagasaki, thence to Yedo, where he was 
kept a prisoner for several years. There he-bap- 
tized some’ Japanese who had pity on him. When 
the officials heard of this they had them put to 
death. The missioner they immured in a tomb 
with a hole in which he received food enough to 
preserve his life of agony as long as possible. There 
he died and Christianity in Japan was apparently 
entombed with him.

To 
this missioner belongs the glory of being the first 
to undertake the heroic struggle of the resurrec- 
tion of the Church in Japan. In 1844 the French 
vessel landed at Naha in the northern part of the 
island of Okinawa now so well known to all Amer- 
icans. This island was meant by the missioner to 
be the stepping stone for the Christianization of 
Japan which as years later it was to be the stepping 
stone for-the American invasion for her defeat in 
arms. For years Father Forcade remained alone on 
the island save for a Chinese cathecist he had with 
him there. They were virtual prisoners of the 
Japanese, unable to make any contact with the 
islanders. 


JAPAN OPENED 

Then in 1854 Commodore Perry opened Japan 
to the world. In 1858 by treaty with France, the 
ports of Yokohama, Nagasaki and Hakodate were 
opened for commerce and religious liberty was 
granted to foreign residents — but to them only. 
That the Christian religion was still proscribed 
was evidenced by the fact that there were new 
martyrs. Some 80 Christians had been tracked 
down near Nagasaki, a number of whom wete tor- 
tured and killed. Meanwhile Pope Gregory XVI 
had erected the Vicariate of Japan and named 
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Father Forcade its first Vicar Apostolic. In Yoko- 
hama on January 12, 1861 the first church in two 
centuries was opened. But the people were forbid- 
den to enter it. Steps were soon taken to build a 
church at Nagasaki, and on February 19, 1865 
the church dedicated to the 26 Holy Martyrs was 
opened on a hill called Oura facing the holy hill 
of the Martyrs. It was at the entrance of this 
sanctuary a month later on March 17 that oc- 
curred the ever memorable scene which though 
oft-repeated is ever new — the discovery by Father 
Petitjean of the descendants of the ancient Church 
of Japan founded by Saint Francis Xavier. Later 
their number was found to be more than 10,000. 


But revival of Shintoism caused a fresh persecu- 


tion against “the abominable religion.” In 1870, 
the Christians of Urakami to the number of 3,500 
were seized and exiled to the far corners of the 
empire. Three times the Christians of Urakami 
were assailed by persecution in 1597, 1622 and 
1870. In 1945 they were assailed by the atomic 
bomb. The picture on page !7 is that of one of the 
400 survivors of the Urakami Christians who sur- 
vived that persecution. He died on Iwo Shima at 
the age of 87.

Catholics in Ohio can well be grateful for the 
treasure of Faith they now enjoy as a result of 
the holy, intrepid, and sacrificing missionaries of 
the early days of the exploration and development 
of the Northwest Territory. The French Jesuits 
had passed through the Lake country in northern 
Ohio during the middle of the 18th century. An- 
other French missionary accompanied the unsuc- 
cessful effort at Catholic Colonization at Galli- 
polis, Ohio, in 1790. An Irish priest, Father 
Edmund Burke, was stationed with some English 
soldiers at Fort Miami on the Maumee River in 
1795. Saintly Dominican missionaries with in- 
trepid courage travelled throughout the whole 
vast area which is now Ohio, -administering to 
scattered Catholic settlers. The missions they 
founded are now the flourishing parishes in the 
six dioceses of the State. 


In 1808 the diocese of Bardstown, Kentucky, 
which included Kentucky, Tennessee, and all the 
territory west of the Ohio River extending west- 
ward to the Mississippi River and northward to 
the Great Lakes, was established. A few years 
later, in 1818, a log cabin church was dedicated 
to St. Joseph near Somerset, in the present diocese 
of Columbus. It was the first permanent church 
in the state, and became known as the “nursery 
and cradle of Catholicity in Ohio.” The mission- 
aries pushed forward, so that in 1830 the State of 
Ohio had a diocese with twelve well established 
parishes and a number of missions. Father Edward 
Dominic Fenwick, O.P. the “Apostle of Ohio,” 
was the bishop of this diocese, established at Cin- 
cinnati in 1821. Today, though there are five more 
dioceses in the State — Cleveland (1847), Colum- 
bus (1868), Toledo (1910), Youngstown (1943) 
and Steubenville (1944) — the work of extending 
the Kingdom of God on earth goes on as Christ’s 
Army of Peace continues its labors.

E AMERICANS are generally regarded as wor- 
VY shippers of “bigness,” and it is true indeed 
that we have a tendency to place an undue im- 
portance on figures that carry a long trail of zeros 
behind them, without giving much thought to the 
causes that precede and the effects which devolve 
from numerical giantism. We like to boast that 
we are over 30,000,000 or close to 40,000,000 Cath- 
olics in the population of our country! Of course 
we sometimes soft-pedal the fact that there are 
nearly 140,000,000 in the total population, and 
there are 60,000,000 of our citizens that have no 
religious affiliation at all. Nevertheless we Ameri- 
can Catholics do take a pride in the bigness, the 
abundance, the militance, the glory of the Catho- 
lic Church in the United States, and with some 
cause; yet all too often we do it without the proper 
accompanying soul-searching that must ever end 
with the scriptural admonition ringing in our 
ears, “What have you, that you have not received.” 


Certainly, if we look to the roots, we become 
aware that our greatness is due to the love of our 
fellow-Catholics from every nation under heaven; 
that literally thousands of us, priests and people, 
now living, recall the days when the Church in the

United States was itself a mission Church, our 
land a mission land, supported by the Congrega- 
tion of the Propagation of the Faith from Europe; 
the ranks of our priesthood and our Orders filled 
with brave spirits from across the seas who had 
met the test of Christ's discipleship of unselfish 
love for one another and who had come to give the 
labor of their lives in the teaching of all nations. 
What we have become through the grace of God 
and these that labored so well might better engen- 
der in us a humble gratitude and a determination 
to do unto otliers as they have done unto us. 


The plant must grow and flourish, or it must 
die; there is no standing still. That is the law of 
life. And it is an historic fact: proved time and 
again by the event, that where a section of the 
Church does not obey that organic law of life, the 
law of expansion and growth, there the faith 
withers and dies. The Faith is a gift to be shared; 
the Church of the Faith is Christ’s living Mystical 
Body, a living organism in which each single cell 
must pulsate with the expanding life of its Divine 
Head. There was a flourishing Church once in 
Carthage; it is no more. Christ did not_promise 
permanence to any one section of His Church, or 
to the Church in any one country. That promise 
was made to His Church as a whole. And the hand 
of death is already: upon the branch of that living 
tree in the country where the Faith is secreted 
with miserly stinginess. 


Two cases in point, both understandable and 
illuminating in the light of present events. The 
Russian Orthodox Church (in schism from the 
true vine) in its history sent out no missionaries, 
engaged in no growth, tried to defy the law of life 
by limiting itself to its own physical borders, with 
the result that it became entirely lifeless, rotting 
from the head, and a prey to every enemy, a mock- 
ery and a scorn to its own children. Contrast that 
with the Ghurch in Holland. Holland began its 
national existence as a virtually Protestant coun- 
try, but from the very.beginning the missionary 
flame was kept alive, and today the sons and 
daughters of Holland man the outposts of the 
Church in a proportion amazingly beyond the 
rules of statistians. And the Church in the home- 
land of Holland has risen in numbers from prac- 
tically zero to almost half of the entire population. 
Beside that ‘record (in an almost equal span of 
years) our record of 40 million out of 140 million. 
seems modest indeed; we might almost say puny 
when we consider the numerous “pump-primings” 
we have received through mass immigration from 
Catholic lands.

The thirtieth anniversary of the 
Ephpheta Auxiliary of Toledo, Ohio, 
was - observed with a -banquet, on 
Sunday evening, February 9, in the 
Red Cross rooms of St. Mary’s school.

Brucker, S.J., Pastor of St. Mary’s 
Parish; Mrs. Augusta Lauber, Su- 
preme Trustee of the L.C.B.A.; and 
Mr, Norbert Pilliod, President of the 
Ephpheta Sodality. 


A large number of members of 
Ephpheta Sodalities from Sandusky, 
Mansfield, Oak Harbor, and Toledo, 
were in attendance. 

Mr. Henry Scheller, Vice President 
of the Auxiliary, presided as toast- 
master. 


Rev. Francis Seeger, S.J., Moder- 
ator of the Sodality and Auxiliary, 
gave a stirring address, whieh he de- 
livered in both the spoken and sign 
language. He stated that the Eph- 
pheta Auxiliary was organized thirty 
years ago, with representatives from 
Toledo parishes, for the purpose of 
peomoting the temporal and spiritual 
welfare of the Catholic deaf mutes 
of Toledo. He cited the problems of 
the deaf mutes, their limited years 
of education, due to lack of coopera- 
tion on the part of the schools. 


Father Seeger stated that only a 
small percentage of the schools have 
classes for the education of deaf 
mutes, and that their education pre- 
sented a difficult problem, because of 
the need of teachers of the sign lan- 
guage, and he said, deaf mutes re- 
mained in school only two or three 
years. A large number of deaf mutes 
attend non-Catholic schools where 
there is neither a crucifix or relig- 
ious picture, and where there is no 
Catholic atmosphere; thus the deaf 
mutes are deprived of the teaching 
of Catholic Religion. 

Records show, Father Seeger stat- 
ed, that there are 70,000 deaf mutes 
in, the United States and that only 
5,000 have the Catholic Faith, where- 
2s -20,000 should be Catholics. Father

eeger said that most schools proj 
ivide all kinds of recreational equip 
‘ment, while the education and re- 
figious training of deaf mutes is lack- 
ing, Of the many pupils attending! 
St. Rita’s School for the Deaf, only 
two pupils remained for a period of 
six years, while the others remained 
only two or three years. Father 
Seeger implored the parents of deaf 
mutes to provide their children with] 
an education, to better equip them 
for the trials of life, and he stated, 
that a Catholic education was the 
richest possession of deaf mutes. 

Father Seeger told of many inter- 
esting experiences in connection with 
the establishment of the Ephpheta 
Sodalities in Toledo, Mansfield, San- 
dusky, and Oak Harbor. He stated 
that due to the closing of the rubber 
factory in Mansfield, where many 
deaf mutes were employed, it became 
necessary for families to locate else- 
where, consequently the society in 
Mansfield disbanded, temporarily, and 
the members affiliated with sodalities 
in Sandusky and Toledo. 

Father Seeger reported that the 
Ephpheta Sodality of Toledo meets 
regularly the second: Sunday after- 
noon of each month in St. Joseph’s 
Church and School hall, where Bene- 
diction is given and a business ses- 
sion is held; this is followed by a de- 
licious supper, which is seryed by a 
committee of members of the Sodal- 
ity. 

The Ephpheta Sodality of San- 
dusky also meets regularly on the 
third Sunday afternoon of each 
month. Father Seeger, Spiritual Di- 
rector, and several members of the 
local Auxiliary are always in at- 
tendance. 

Concluding his address Father 
Seeger asked God to bestow His

“Later, the original basilica built by Constantine, who raised 
the Cross of Christ over the pagan empire of Rome, became 
traceable in the massive foundations and supporting walls that 
had been built to level off the ground for the present basilica.

Vineentian, Buried 


William J. Henrich, 82, oldest member of the St. 
Vincent de Paul Society in the diocese, was buried in 
Mount Carmel Wednesday after Mass in St. Mary Church. 


Henrich had. been a Vincen- 
tian for 30 years. He was one of 
the original members of the St. 
Mary Parish conference, organ- 
ized in 1925 as the first in the 
diocese. 

In those days, the St. Mary 
Vincentians covered the entire 
city, and old timers report that 
Henrich could often be seen on 
foot, carrying a sack of coal to 
a destitute family. 

Julius Guese, manager of the 
Vincentian salvage bureau, was 
teamed with Henrich when he 
joined the St. Mary Parish con- 
ference in 1946. Guese said of 
Henrich: 

“He was a true Vincentian 
- - » He was always helping 
someone.” 

Henrich was a past president 
of the St. Mary conference, hav- 
ing retired about three years 
ago. But he remained active in 
the society until the end. 

Just a week before his death, 
he made his regular visits to 
rest ‘homes in the parish. And 
he attended the quarterly meet- 
ing Feb. 27 in Maumee. He died 
Sunday at his home, 2258 May- 
ville Pl. 

A native of Germdny, Hen- 

rich had lived in Toledo for 50 
years. He was a member of the 
St. Mary Holy Name Society, 
the parish Bona Mors Society 
and the auxiliary of the Eph- 


pheta Society for deaf mutes. 
He was a daily communicant.
